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INAUGURAL  ADDRESS  OF 
MICHAEL  CASHMAN,  MAYOR 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council; 

Newburyport  is  now  entering  upon  the  seventy- third  year  of  its  ex- 
istence as  a city.  From  among  those  who  sought  the  honorable  offices  of 
mayor  and  membership  in  the  City  Council,  we  have  been  chosen.  A high 
honor  has  thus  been  conferred  upon  us.  Upon  us  also  has  been  placed  a 
great  responsibility.  Let  us  make,  and  keep  a New  Year’s  resolve  to  merit 
the  confidence  reposed  in  us  by  giving  to  our  city’s  interests  tlhe  hjgheist 
degree  of  fidelity  and  devotion  within  our  power. 


While  we  are,  frojn  a broad  view-point,  selected  as  representatives  of 
our  Citizens  to  carry  (iut  their  wishes,  in  a truer  sense  we  become,  for  a 
while,  the  managers  ojf  the  business  of  running  tlhe  city.  The  wise  ex- 
penditure of  hundredsj  of  thousands  of  dollars  always  calls  for  the  exer- 
cise of  the  very  best  business  judgment.  When  we  consider  that  all  this 
money  belongs  to  our  people,  taken  from  them  in  the  form  of  taxes,  there 
rests  upon  us  who  arejto  spend  that  money,  a very  solemn  duty  to  see  that 
it  is  not  squandered,  knd  that  for  every  dollar  expended  there  shall  be 
received  one  hundred  rents  in  real  value. 


Our  positions  would  be  easy  and  pleasant  if  all  we  had  to  do  were  to 
provide  each  department  of  this  big  business  establishment  with  all  the 
money  necessary  to  cjrry  out  the  wishes  of  all  the  citizens.  But  w^  have 
a much  harder  task.  The  obligation  is  imposed  on  us  to  bring  our  city  up 
to  the  standard  of  other  communities  of  like  size  and  wealth,  andi  to  maim 
tain  that  standard,  but  to  do  it  without  hardship  to  our  people,  to  do  it 
without  laying  upon  them  too  heavy  a burden  of  taxation.  Consequently: 
every  dollar  spent  by  us  beyond  the  demands  which  state  law  require,  and 
as  to  which  we  have  no  option,  should  be  spent  with  the  object  of  dioing 
the  greatest  good  for  the  greatest  number.  What  are  the  things  which 
we  must  do,  and  wliat  are  the  other  things  which  in  exercise  of  sound 
prudence  we  must  fcrego,  is  the  great  problem  which  confronts  us. 

We  have  been  elected  because  our  fellow  citizens  have  faith  that  we 
can  and  will  run  the  business  of  the  city  with  some  degree  of  ability.  For1 
the  reason  that  they  know  us  and  believe  in  us  we  have  been  selected.  We 
shall  fail  in  that  trust  if  we  do  not  conduct  this  business  with  sagacity 
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and  foresight,  and  as  level-headed,  successful  mien  manage  their  businesses 
and  regulate  their  households.  We  must  put  and  keep  our  house  in  or- 
der; we  must  supply  to  our  people  those  things  which  modern  civilization! 
demands  in  a city  of  this  size;  but  we  must  above  all  live  within  our 
means.  We  must  draw  a hard  and  fast  line  between  necessities  and  lux- 
uries. The  result  is  that  we  cannot  undertake  many  things  which  many' 
of  our  people  would  consider  improvements  for  the  simple,  commonjsense, 
business-like  reason  that  we  cannot  afford  them. 

Perhaps  more  this  year  than  ever  before  we  must  exercise  a stern, 
uncompromising  attitude  toward  expenditures.  During  the  past  two 
years  we  have  spent  large  sums  in  remedying  serious  defects  in  our  muni- 
cipality. We  have  before  us  one  other  big  job,  of  Which  I shall  speak)  in 
a moment.  Because  of  the  immediate  past  and  the  immediate  future,  we 
must  deny  ourselves  many  minor  improvements  which  but  for  the  greater 
needs  we  might  have  afforded. 

Let  us  now,  one  and  all  pledge  ourselves  to  so  conduct  the  affairs  elf 
our  city  that  at  the  close  of  this  year  1924  we  can  consider  such  an  ac- 
count of  our  stewardship  that  we  shall  receive  the  blessing  of  “Well  djonp, 
good  and  faithful  servant.”  Let  us  never  swerve  from  the  resolution 
that  whatever  we  do  shall  be  done  with  a clear  conscience,  knowing  in  our 
hearts  that  at  all  times  and  in  every  way  we  have  labored:  to  do  what  is 
best  for  the  greatest  number.  We  can  do  no  more.  We  should  do  no  less. 

In  order  to  map  out  our  next  year’s  work,  it  is  necessary  first  to  look 
at  our  balance  sheet  and  see  how  we  stand  financially. 

Our  financial  condition: 

The  gross  debt  is  $874,2:74.91.  Deduct  sinking  funds  $96,309.01,  cash 
on  hand  $134,492l.75,  bills  receivable  $134,642.29,  leaves  a net  debt  of 
$556,830.86.  This  includes  water,  sewerage,  bridge  loans  and  every  debt 
the  city  owes. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  1921,  our  net  debt  was  $279,0:88.07.  Since 
then,  we  have  issued  bond's  for  Plum  Island  Bridge  loan,  $28,274.91,,  M^r- 
rimae  Street  Construction  $100,000,  Central  Park  and  Playgrounds, 
$20,000,  New  Primary  School  Building,  $180,000;  Widening  and  Recon- 
struction of  Merrimac  Street  $175,000,  City  Hall  Heating  Plant,  $81,00 (\ 
making  a total  of  new  debt  created  of  $511,274.91,  We  have  palid  on  our 
bonded  debt  in  the  past  two  years  $217,000,  so  that  the  new  debt  created 
for  the  two  years  is  $294,274|.91. 

Besides  the  above,  we  have  paid  from  current  revenue  for  Assessors’ 
Maps  $6,650;  Chemical  for  Hose  No.  7,  $2,500;  Motcr  Truck  for  Hook  and 
Ladder  $9,100;  New  Equipment  for  Disposal  of  Garbage,  $1,200;  New 
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under-draining  of  streets,  $6,500;  Widening  of  Hale’s  Court,  $600;  Sewer 
Construction,  upward  of  $2,000;  Plummer  Avenue  underdrain  $2,500; 
Janvrin’s  Landing  $1,200;  balance  due  on  High  Street  $13,000',  so  that 
wtyle  we  owe  more  than  we  did  at  the  close  of  the  year  1921,  they  have 
been  two  years  of  large  accomplishments  and  many  of  them  of  a perman- 
ent nature. 

New  High  School: 

I believe  that  the  members  of  tlhe  School  Board  who  have  served  for 
many  years  will  agree  with  me  when  I say  that  our  schools  are  in  better 
shape  physically  than  they  have  been  for  a generation,  with  one  exception. 

The  one  outstanding  disgrace  now  remaining  in  Newbury  port  is  its 
High  School.  Unless  you  have  been  in  that  building  While  the  school  is 
in  session  you  can  have  no  complete  comprehension  of  the  inadequate  and 
improper  quarters  in  which  teachers  and  pupils  are  working. 

We  have  five  hundred  pupils  in  a building  designed  to  accomodate 
three  hundred  and  fifty.  In  addition  to  crowded  conditions  and  crude  ar- 
rangements of  rooms,  the  light  is  insufficient  and  the  ventilation  danger- 
ous to  health.  We  have  no  right  to  expect  children  to  study  in  the  day- 
time in  artificial  light,  and  yet  some  of  the  rooms  are  so  dark  that  on 
cloudy  days  the  lights  have  to  be  turned  on.  We  have  no  right  to  expect 
children  to  do  school  work  in  an  attic  fit  only  for  storage  and  yet  a very 
important  part  of  our  high  school  course  is  carried  on  in  such  an  attic. 

The  time  has  arrived  when  we  must  act.  To  delay  longer  would1'  bet 
to  shirk  the  highest  duty  whkh  a city  owes  to  its  citizens — namely  the  pro- 
per education  of  its  youth. 

We  have  already  considered  this  problem  carefully  and  conservatively. 
Fully  realizing  that  something  must  be  done,  we  have  spent  considerable 
time  this  past  year  trying  to  find  out  how  to  do  it  most  economically1. 
Much  preliminary  study  and  investigation  remains  to  be  accomplished,  but 
I feel  that  this  is  our  one  big  job  which  we  must  get  at  with  as  1/ittle  delay 
as  is  consistent  with  good  judgment. 

Last  year  we  had  plaAs  made  to  enlarge  the  present  building.  At  the 
outset  I was  heartily  in  favor  of  remodeling  and  enlarging,  but  after  study- 
ing the  various  plans  an/1  conferring  with  the  many  school  architects  I be- 
came convinced,  and  rebain  convinced,  that  such  would  be  merely  a make- 
shift solution,  and  unwise  and  uneconomical. 

To  remodel  the  present  building  along  the  line  of  some  of  these  plans 
would  cost  nearly  $300,000,  and  we  should  still  have  an  old  building,  with 
no  space  for  expansion  if  our  school  population  increases  to  any  consider- 
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able  extent.  That  is  not  good  judgment,  nor  good  business.  So  after  the 
most  careful  consideration,  mindful  of  the  great  and  immediate  necessity 
of  adequate  accommodations  the  severe  handicap  under  which  the  high 
school  work  is  being  done,  and  the  cost,  I unhesitatingly  recommend  that 
the  most  practical  solution  of  this  pressing  problem  is  a new  building  on 
another  lot. 

If  any  of  you  have  any  doubt  about  the  necessity  of  a new  building,  I 
suggest  that  you  go  individually,  or  that  you  all  go  in  a body,  and  view  this 
school  when  it  is  in  session.  Such  an  inspection  will  give  you  a clearer  un- 
derstanding than  any  words  of  mine  of  the  adverse  conditions  under  which 
we  are  trying  to  perform  a legal  and  a civic  duty. 

Under  our  charter  the  School  Board  and  the  mayor  must  approve  both 
the  site  and  the  plans  for  school  houses.  I recommend  that  you  adopt  an 
order  at  this  meeting  for  the  appointment  of  a building  committee  to>  bfe 
composed  of  two  members  of  your  board  and  two  members  df  the  school 
board  which  with  the  mayor  as  chairman  ex  officiio  w-ill  be  authorized!  to 
attend  to  the  various  details  of  selecting  a site,  approving  plan  si  j and!  sup- 
ervising the  construction  and  equipment  of  a new  high  school  building. 
Such  a committee  served  harmoniously,  faithfully  and  efficiently  in  de-i 
termining  the  site  and  preparing  for  the  erection  of  the  new  central  prim- 
ary school  now  being  completed. 

Many  sites  have  been  suggested  for  a new  high  school  building!.  It 
should  be  the  duty  and  the  province  of  the  building  committee  to  give  care- 
ful consideration  of  all  these  suggestions,  but  final  decision,  I believe 
should  be  vested  in  them,  subject  to  formal  approval  by  the  School  Board, 
as  required  by  law.  Merely  for  discussion  by  the  building  committee,  who 
may  discover  objections  which  do  not  now  occur  to  me,  I wish  to  call  at- 
tention to  a possible  site  which,  so  far  as  I know,  has  not  been  mentioned. 
That  is  the  mall  directly  behind  the  Washington  monument. 

Besides  the  economical  advantage  of  being  on  land  already  belonging 
to  the  city,  and  thus  saving  land  damage  and  the  destruction  of  taxable 
property,  the  location  would  be  central,  the  building  wtould  have  all  the1 
light  and  air  possible,  and  it  would  command  the  attention  and  admiration) 
of  every  visitor.  It  would  be  my  idea  to  face  tfye  building  toward-  State1 
Street,  with  plenty  of  land  on  all  four  sides,  extending  one  wing  on  the 
High  Street  end  parallel  with  that  street,  and  another  wing  on  the  oppo- 
site end,  close  the  little  roadway  behind  the  monument  incorporating  that 
roadway  and  the  plot  on  which  the  monument  now  stands  into  the  grounds 
in  front  of  the  building,  and  moVe  the  monument  to  a point  opposite  the 
center  of  the  front  of  the  building.  1 v 

If  the  best  interests  of  our  high  school  can  be  served  by  having  an 
athletic  field  adjacent  to  the  building,  Frog  Pond  offers  opportunities 
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worth  consideration.  It  would  be  a simple  engineering  matter  to  under- 
drain the  pond  and  fill  to  about  one  foot  below  present  water  level.  In  this 
way  a field  of  sufficient-  area  for  High  School;  sports  and  athletics  could 
be  obtained.  By  closing  the  gate  connecting  these  underdrains,  this  field 
could  be  flooded  to  its  present  level  and  transformed  into  a fine  skating 
pond  of  uniform  depth,  which  would  be  safe  for  the  youngest  children  be- 
cause of  its  shallowness  and  solid'  bottom. 

Merrimac  Street: 

During  the  past  two  years,  Merrimac  Street  from  Chain  Bridge  to  the 
Newbury  line  has  been  entirely  rebuilt;  twelve  buildings  have  been  moved 
back,  two  have  been  torn  down,  four  have  had  the  fronts  cut  off,,  and  on 
one  building  we  have  not  been  able  to  come  to  an  agreement,  and  another 
which  was  moved  back  is  in  dispute,  being  owned  by  the  same  persons  who 
..own  the  building  that  we  could:  not  come  to  an  agreement  about;.,  This 
property  we  had  agreed  on,  but  as  the  money  was  not  p!aid  on  the  date 
agreed,  the  owners  refused  to  carry  out  the  agreement. 

Also,  as  to  one  piece  where  we  took  a few  feet  of  land,  we  have  failed 
to  come  to  an  agreement.  So  we  have  three  pieces  of  property  in  dispute 
and  the  damages  will  probably  have  to  be  determined  by  the  courts. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  we  have  not  as  yet  come  to  an  agreement  with 
the  Odd  Fellows,  but  it  is  believed  we  shall  be  able  to  do  so. 

The  committee  who  worked  so  faithfully  for  the  city  in  making  settle- 
ments with  so  many  different  owners  of  property,  namely,  Mir.  Orlando  F'. 
Hatch,  and  Mr.  William  F.  Lunt,  are  entitled  to  the  thanks  of  the  city  for 
the  patience  and  ability  by  which  they  have  arrived  at  adjustments  and 
avoided  law-suits  against  the  city.  I was  in  a position  to  know  tihat  if 
they  had  not  displayed  patience  and  intelligence  to  a marked  degree,  we] 
would  today  be  fighting  many  law-suits,  and  I personally  wish  to  make! 
this  public  acknowledgement  of  my  appreciation  and  thanks  for  their  faith- 
ful work  in  behalf  of  the  city.  I also  feel  that  they  have  been  just  to 
those  who'se  property  was  taken. 

Although  we  have  spent  a large  amount  of  money  on  this  street,  I am 
confident  that  time  will  show  that  the  money  spent  for  widening,  was  money 
well  spent.  We  must  not  be  misled  by  thinking  that  all  this  money,  which 
was  borrowed  in  the  last  two  years,  was  for  widening,  for  we  have  rebuilt 
and  under  drained  approximately  four  miles  of  street;  Market  Square  and 
Merrimac  Street  to  Winter  Street  from  Winter  to  Ashland  Streets  with  re- 
inforced concrete.  This  piece  of  concrete  road  is  just  a little  over  100  feet 
short  of  a mile. 

A few  years  ago,  the  streets  of  Newburyport  were  noted  for  their  poor 
condition,  but  ex-May  or  Hopkinson  started  the  work  on  State  Street  from 
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the  Newbury  line  to  High  Street,  and  ex-May  or  Page  rebuilt  it  from  High 
Street  to  Market  Square  and  High  Street  from  State  Street  to  the  New- 
bury line,  and  in  1921,  from  State  Street  to  the  Three  Road's. 

For  all  of  this  road  work,  the  bonds  aggregated  $227,000.  During 
the  past  two  years,  we  have  issued  $325,000'  for  Mer^imac  Street,  making 
total  bond  issue  since  beginning  of  street  construction  of  $552,000!. 

Other  Street  Work: 

The  work  done  on  all  the  rest  of  the  streets  from  Mhrlboro'  JStreet  to, 
Ashland  was  paid  for  out  of  current  expenses,.  I do  not  believe  that  any 
large  appropriation  will  be  needed  for  street  work  for  many  years  to  come, 
but  I do  think  we  will  have  to  make  a reasonable  appropriation,  in  order 
to  take  care  of  the  streets  for  which  these  large  bond  issues  have  been  made 
and  also  to  keep  the  streets  in  a passable  condition  which  have  been 
repaired  out  of  current  expenses.  If  we  do  not  make  a fairljy  large  ap- 
propriation, I am  sure  it  will  prove  to  be  false  economy,  since  failure  to 
keep  in  repair  will  let  our  streets  deteriorate  into  the  condition  in  which 
they  were  before  ex-Mayor  Hopkinson  started  the  rebuilding. 

Last  year  I called  attention  to  the  almost  impassable  condition  of  Hale 
Street  from  Low  Street  to  the  West  Newbury  l&ne.  This  year  some  work 
must  be  done  on  this  road,  and  I recommend  that  a survey  be  taken  of  it 
and  that  we  find  just  how  much  gravel  it  will  take  and  how  much  it  will 
^ost  to  open  the  gutters  to  allow  the  water  to  run  off,  and  that  a steam 
shovel  be  placed  in  some  pit  adjacent  to  this  street.  I recommend  an  ap- 
propriation of  $5,000'  to  put  this  street  in  repair. 

The  same  condition  prevails  on  Parker  Street  to  the  Newjbury'  line. 
Sidewalks: 

Many  of  our  sidewalks  are  in  a dangerous  condition.  When  the  old 
;ar  walks  become  broken,  I believe  the  old  tar  should  be  removed  and  the 
valks  be  made  gravel  walks,  until  such  time  as  the  city  can  co-operate 
vith  the  abutters  to  have  granolithic  walks.  By  removing  all  defective 
:ar  walks,  many  law-suits  against  the  city  will  be  avoided. 

Jnderdrains: 

It  would  seem  to  be  good  business  for  the  city  to  continue  the  work  of 
Linderdraining  the  streets  which  need  it.  If  one  street  each  year  were 
lone,  the  expense  would  not  be  excessive  and  in  a few  years,  our  streets 
vould  be  in  good  condition.  I should  consider  such  money  well  spent. 
ite-Valuation: 

This  year,  the  assessors  will  have  the  advantage  of  the  mans  which 
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are  to  be  completed  before  the  assessments  are  made,  which  under  the  law 
must  be  on  or  after  April  1st. 

Two  years  ago,  when  I advocated  having  these  maps  made,  I said  that 
they  would  pay  for  themselves  in  three  years.  The  next  day,  a gentleman 
I met  said  that  I was  wrong,  that  they  would  pay  for  themselves  in  on!e 
year,  and  I believe  he  was  right.  These  maps  were  something  that  were 
needed  in  miaking  any  kind  of  an  intelligent  assessment  of  the  various 
pieces  of  property.  Those  of  the  Council  who  have  not  seen  them  should 
visit  the  assessors’  office  and  see  for  themselves  how  greatly  they  must  as- 
sist the  assessors.  At  this  time,  with  the  great  increase  in  the  market 
value  of  property  which  is  changing  hands,  the  assessors  have  a great  deal 
of  extra  work.  In  their  behalf  I ask  of  this  Honorable  Board  of  'Oouncfil- 
lors,  all  the  assistance  which  you  may  be  able  to  give  to  them,  in  their  ef- 
fort to  re-value  the  entire  city. 

In  doing  this,  they  must  try  to  do  it  in  such  a way  that  no  injustice 
will  be  done  any  property  owner  but  be  likewise  just  to  the  city.  Bear  in 
mind  that  the  valuation  throughout  the  state  is  $1,400  per  capita.  In 
Newburyport  it  is  $800.  iSo  you  can  understand  how  difficulty  it  has  been 
and  still  is  to  take  care  of  our  streets,  to  police  out  city,  to  protect  it  from 
fires  and  to  educate  our  children,  and  for  all  this  pay  the  same,  or  nearly 
as  much  as  other  cities  do  with  an  assessed  valuation  of  $1,40 0*  against  our 
$800.  In  order,  therefore,  for  us  to  keep  our  taxes  down  in  comparison 
with  other  cities,  we  must  tax  our  property  somewhere\  near  its  market! 
value.  If  this  is  done  impartially  and  equitably,  no  injustice  is  done  any- 
one. Then  with  due  care,  we  can  keep  our  streets  in  repair,  we  can  edu- 
cate our  children,  and  in  other  ways  'have  our  city  as  we  would  like  to  have 
it,  one  of  the  finest  in  the  world,  which  I think  it  is. 

During  the  past  two  years,  the  increase  in  valuation  has  been  $745,570. 
Fire  Department: 

The  fire  department  is  composed  of  sixty-two  men,  a chief  engineer 
and  an  assistant  engineer.  We  have  in  active  service  two  hor^e-drawn 
steam  fire  engines,  two  horse-drawn  hose  wagons,,  a triple  combination 
gasoline-pumip  hose  wagon  and  chemical  which  is  a fine  piece  of  fire  ap- 
paratus. During  the  last  year,  we  have  purchased  and  palid  for,  one  motor 
hook  and  ladder  truck,  with  a forty  gallon  chemical  attached,  also  at  Ward 
6 we  have  a motor-drawn  hose  wagon  with  chemical  attached.  Being  lo- 
cated so  far  from  the  center,  this  motor  hose  wagon  with  chemical  attach- 
ment makes  a good  addition  to  the  fire  department,  and  I believe  it  is 
cheaper  than  a horse-drawn  hose  wagon  that  was  in  use  at  this  fdre  sta- 
tion. 


Our  fire  department  as  a whole  is  in  much  better  condition  than  ever 
before.  I believe  there  is  better  discipline  among  the  men  and  more  har- 
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mony  than  has  been  the  case  for  some  time  past,  all.  of  which  means  more 
efficient  flire  protection  for  our  city. 

Cemeteries : 

Old  Hull  and  Highland  Cemeteries  have  been  greatly  improved  during 
the  past  year,  and  the  committee  on  public  welfare  is  entitled  to  the 
thanks  of  the  community  for  the  efficient  work  they  have  done  in  bringing 
these  cemeteries  out  of  the  poor  condition  which  they  were  in.  While  their 
appearance  still  is  not  as  good  as  it  might  be,  they  are  greatly  improve#, 
and  it  is  the  duty  of  this  year’s  committee  to  make  every  effort  to  make 
What  additional  improvement  they  can,  or  at  least  not  to  permit  them  to 
go  entirely  unattended  to. 

I would  like  to  see  a substantial  fund  created  to  put  these  cemeteries 
in  good  condition  and  then  keep  them  so. 

I wish  to  call  your  attention,  also,  at  this  time,  to  the  fact  that  the 
city  has  sold  practically  all  the  lots  available  in  the  Highland  Cemetery, 
and  that  before  long,  more  land  will  have  to  be  purchased  for  burial  pur- 
poses. 

Moth  and  Tree  Department: 

Our  Moth  and  Tree  Department  are  doing  good  work  with  the  limited 
funds  at  their  disposal. 

If  this  department  had  the  amount  of  money  that  could  be  used,  it 
would  call  for  a very  large  appropriation,  much  larger  than  we  could  give. 
So  we  must  do  the  next  best  thing,  and  that  is  to  make  the  appropriation 
about  what  it  has  been  in  the  past,  and  then  get  as  good  results  as  possible. 

During  the  past  two  years,  I have  had  many  who  have  wanted  to  cut 
trees  in  front  of  their  residences.  So  far  as  I have  been  able,  I have  re- 
fused to  grant  such  requests,  and  I am  going  to  ask  the  Honorable  Council 
to  co-operate  with  me  along  this  line.  We  should  not  allow  any  trees  cut 
down  or  destroyed  unless  it  is  shown  that  there  is  an  absolute  necessity  for 
it.  The  shadetrees  of  Newburyport  are  one  of  its  greatest  assets,  and  they 
should  not  be  destroyed.  In  this  particular,  as  in  the  larger  questions,  wd 
must  regard  the  benefit  to  the  many,  as  paramount  to  the  conveniences  or 
wishes  of  the  individual. 

Junk : 

During  the  past  year,  the  junk  dealers  of  the  dity  have  shown  a good 
disposition  to  co-operate  with  the  city,  in  cleaning  up  around  their  premis- 
es, with  a very  few  exceptions.  One  exception  was  on  the  old  Ferry  and 
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City  Wharf,  so  called.  That  place  was  probably  as  slack  and  ill-kept  asi 
any  place  possibly  could  be.  After  several  orders  had  been  given,  and  the 
cleaning  up  was  not  complied  with,  an  extension  of  time  was  asked  for  by 
the  owner  of  the  junk,  and  an  agreement  was  entered  into  whereby  the 
premises  were  to  be  cleaned  up  by  October  1,  or  the  city  was  to  take  the 
junk  and  sell  it,  using  the  money  received  to  pay  the  cost  of  cleaning. 
This  agreement  was  not  carried  out  by  the  junk  dealer,  and  no  cleaning  had 
been  done.  So  on  November  25th  we  put  men  and  teams  at  work  and  the 
place  was  cleaned  up.  Some  of  the  goods  sold  and  the  owner  repltevijned 
some,  giving  the  city  a bond  for  $2,000.  The  bill  for  work  done  will  be 
collected  from  what  was  sold  and  the  balance  from  the  bond.  The  place! 
was  cleaned  up,  and  in  so  doing,  probably  the  worst  and  most  unsightly 
mess  which  ever  existed  in  the  city  was  removed,  much  to  the  peace  of  mind 
of  the  abutters,  and  adding  to  the  value  of  property  in  that  neighborhood. 

William  Horton  Home: 

The  William  Horton  Home,  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  and  Mrat 
Davis,  continues  to  render  good  service  to  its  members..  The  house  is  kept 
in  good  order  and  good  nourishing  food  is  furnished. 

I would  suggest  that  an  occasional  vtisit  to  the  home  would  be  appre- 
ciated both  by  the  old  people  living  there  and  by  the  keepers. 

The  barn  at  the  rear  of  the  Home  should  be  painted,  and  some  minor 
repairs  made  around  the  premises.  The  boiler  used  for  heating  has  been 
in  use  since  the  building  was  built  and  has  outlived  its  usefulness.  It  may 
possibly  go  another  winter,  but  that  is  about  the  limit. 

Police  Department: 

The  Police  Department  is  going  along  about  as  well  as  can  be  expect- 
ed. The  city  has  been  fortunate  in  escaping  any  very  serious  crimes.  The 
most  flagrant  violations  of  law  is  in  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  home 
brew  or  “hooch”  so  called.  This  illegal  traffic  is  a real  ev'il  to  the  com- 
munity and  will  continue  to  be  so  until  there  is  more  of  a public  awaken- 
ing to  the  danger  and  an  insistent  demand  that  this  illegal  and  demoraliz- 
ing traffic  be  stopped.  Another  bad  feature  of  this  is  the  fact  that  it  is 
carried  on  almost  wholly  by  foreigners.  They  manufacture  and  sell  these 
intoxicating  beverages,  and  our  local  or  native-born  population  drink  them. 
When  these  new  comers  to  our  country  can  violate  the  law  in  relation  to 
liquor  with  so  much  immunity  it  gives  them  the  impression  that  they  can 
violate  any  and  all  laws.  The  consequence  is  a growing  disrespect  of  our 
institutions  and  laws,  which  menaces  our  whole  government. 

Central  Park  and  Playgrounds: 

The  new  park  along  the  water  front  has  been  greatly  improved  during 
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the  past  year  by  levelling  off  the  unsightly  dumps  and  refuse  which  have 
been  so  conspicuous  for  two  generations.. 

If  nothing  more  is  done  except  to  prevent  dumlping  and*  cluttering  up 
the  land,  nature  will  cover  it  with  grass,  and  it  can  be  used  by  the  public  for 
base  ball  diamond  and  other  athletic  sports. 

Considerably  more  than  an  acre  of  land  was  made  by  filling  in,  the 
mud  flats  during  the  past  year.  It  would  be  a fine  thing  for  the  young 
people  of  the  city  if  a swimming  pool  could  be  built  on  this  park  along  the 
water  front. 

Jackman  Pines: 

During  the  past  year,  the  trustees  having  in  charge  the  Jackman  P'-ines* 
have  provided  a shelter  in  case  of  showers.  It  is  both  ornamental  and 
useful,  and  substantially  built.  As  time  goes  on,  this  beautiful  plot  of) 
ground  will  be  used  more  by  our  people  and  its  beauty  more  appreciated. 

In  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  highway  department  and  the  park  de- 
partment, there  has  been  fine  co-operation  between  the  two,  and  better  re- 
sults for  the  city  as  a whole  have  been  obtained. 

Chamber  of  Commerce: 

As  chief  executive,  I have  observed  with  interest  and  satisfaction,  the 
community  spirit  which  seems  to  have  developed  in  our  city,  dbring  the 
past  few  years.  A city  is  only  what  its  own  people  make  it  and  it  is  cer- 
tain that  the  city  where  there  is  the  greatest  community  spirit  is  the  one 
which  is  favored  above  others,  and  which  progresses  farther  and  faster 
than  those  where  selfishness  is  predominant.  When  men  and  women  evince 
public  spirit  and  seek  association  w'ith  others  of  the  same  mind!  and  heart, 
all  co-operating  for  the  common  good,  the  tone  of  a city’s  life  is  very  much 
improved;  public  movements  are  undertaken  with  more  certainty  of  ac- 
.compljishment;  and  the  moral  and  material  advancement  of  the  city  be- 
comes more  certain. 

We  want  to  keep  Newburyport  in  the  forefront;  as  a city  with  a soul; 
a city  that  has  the  vision  of  greater  things  to  come;  a city  that  is  willing 
to  work  for  those  things  which  have  to  do  with  the  health  andl  happfmess 
of  all  its  people. 

For  the  awakening  of  this  community  spirit  of  which  I speak,  I give 
credit  to  the  Newburyport  Chamber  of  Commerce,  which  from  its  incep- 
tion has  labored  diligently  through  its  officers,  committees  and!  members 
for  a finer  Newburyport. 
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It  deserves  the  support  of  all  our  people  in  its  airnsi  and  aspirations. 
For  its  suggestions  to  the  City  Council  and  for  the  co-operation  which  it 
has  given  our  administration,  I voice  my  appreciation,  and  I hope  we  will 
receive  the  same  generous  support  during  the  coming  years,  as  I hope  al- 
so, the  Chamber  will  receive  the  endorsement  and  encouragement  of  all  the> 
people  of  the  city,  for  whom  it  is  working  so  unselfishly. 

Planning  Board: 

In  the  absence  of  a Planning  Board,  this  Honorable  Council  must  as- 
sume the  duties  of  such  a Board,  and  matters  which  would  properly  come 
before  a Planning  Board  can  be  considered  by  this  Board,  although  the 
law  says  a Planning  Board  should  be  appointed. 

Newburyport  has  not  had  a planning  board  for  several  years  past.  If 
the  Honorable  Councillors  think  we  should  have  such  a Board,  I wbuld  be 
very  much  pleased  to  conform  to  their  wishes  in  the  matter,  but  with  the 
active  support  given  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  I do  not  believe  any 
Planning  Board  can  do  better  work  for  the  City  than  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce is  doing. 

State  Street  Sewer: 

The  great  need  of  a sewer  on  State  Street  toward  Parker  Street,  has 
been  discussed  for  many  years,  without  any  solution.  I would  suggest 
that  a survey  be  made,  to  ascertain  if  the  sewerage  could  ibe  carried'  back 
along  the  Boston  & Maine  R.  R.  track,  across  Pond  Street  and  connect  with 
the  overflow  from  Frog  Pond,  making  a connection  with  the  present  sewer 
at  the  foot  of  Green  Street. 

Comfort  Station: 

I want  to  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of  a comfort  station 
somewhere  in  the  center  of  the  city.  If  your  Honorable  Board!  think|  the 
city  should  provide  such  a building,  I would  suggest  taking  enough  of1 
Printing  House  Square  on  Inn  Street  for  the  purpose. 

Plains  School: 

During  the  past  year,  the  city  tried  to  dispose  of  the  land  and  build- 
ing at  the  Plains  School  but  found  a good  title  could  not  be  given,  so  we1 
have  leased  the  land  and  building  for  a short  time  at  a nominal  rental. 

Joppa  Flats: 

I suggest  that  it  would  be  good  business  for  the  city  to  take  the  lower 
flats  for  park  purposes,  but  not  to  pay  out  any  more  for  improvements. 
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I believe  they  belong  to  the  city,  as  no  one  pays  taxes  on  any  part.  Let 
us  take  them,  and  if  some  one  comes  along  showing  title  and  puts  a value 
on  the  land,  more  than  the  city  ought  to  pay,  tax  them  accordingly. 

As  it  is  today,  the  city  does  not  know  whether  it  owns  'the  land  or  not 
and  no  one  pays  any  tax  one  it.  The  city  should  either  receive  taxies  f'or 
this  land  or  should  own  it. 

Unused  Buildings: 

When  the  new  building  now  in  course  of  construction  is  completed,  we 
will  have  the  school  on  Hancock  Street,  also  the  Hose  8 house  that  is  now 
lying  idle.  We  will  have  the  Bromfield  Street  School,  the  school  on  the 
corner  of  Purchase  and  Charles  Street  and  the  Temple  Street  School.  All 
,of  the  above  the  city  will  probably  not  have  any  use  for,  and  if  agreeable 
to  your  Honorable  Board,  and  you  will  pass  an  order  authorizing  thle  com- 
mitt.ee  on  General  Government  to  dispose  of  them,  or  any  other  disposition 
of  them  which  will  meet  with  your  approval  will  meet  with  my  approval. 
Probably  $7,500  can  be  realized  on  the  sale  of  these  buildings  and  lots. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council,  I have  called  to  your  attention  some  of  the 
,many  matters  that  have  been  called  to  mine.  Many  of  them  have  a great 
.deal  of  merit  in  them  and  should  be  done.  Some  can  wait. 

This  year  must  be  a year  of  retrenchment,  and  the  most  rigid  economy 
must  be  practised,  consistent  with  good  business  judgment.  It  would  not 
Jbe  economy  to  allow  our  buildings  to  have  leaky  roofs,  or  otherwise  go  un- 
repaired, nor  would  it  be  economy  to  allow  our  streets  which  have  cost  us 
so  much  to  rebuild,  to  go  to  pieces  for  the  want  of  proper  upkeep.  But 
everything  which  can  possibly  be  postponed  should  be. 

We  have  one  major  undertaking,  and  that  is  a new  High  School.  Our 
total  net  debt  at  $556,000  is  not  a dangerous  one.  During  the  past  two 
years,  we  have  paid  off  $217,000i  of  bonded  debt  and  $415,2,50  in  permanent 
work,  and  with  the  great  amount  of  work  done  >on  our  highways  and  the 
many  items  of  a permanent  nature  which  have  been  done,  it  would  seem 
that  we  would  Hot  be  over  optimistic  if  we  could  continue  to  pay  upward 
of  $100,000  each  year  of  bonded  debt,  besides  interest).  With  the  tax  rate 
as  lit  is  now,  with  the  annual  retirement  of  bonds  and  consequent  reduction 
of  interest  money,  with  the  increased  valuation  of  our  taxable  property, 
the  burden  will  each  year  be  less  rather  than  greater,  and  with  the  exercise 
of  prudence  we  need  have  no  fear  that  we  can  carry  it. 

When  the  new  valuation  'is  put  into  effect  and  after  all  matters  con- 
nected with  the  running  of  our  city  have  been  provided  for,  it  is  my  judg- 
ment that  we  ‘can  build  our  High  iSehool  and  keep  up  to  where  it  is  now, 
without  imposing  any  hardship  on  our  tax  payers.  It  is  also  my  opinion 
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that,  we  cannot  afford  not  to  provide  proper  accomodations  for  our  Hijgh 
School  work.  All  other  matters  of  a permanent  nature  should  be  delayed 
until  the  High  School  conditions  are  remedied. 

In  conclusion,  I want  to  thank  the  members  of  the  City  Council  and  all 
City  officials  of  the  past  two  years  for  the  hearty  support  given  to  me,  and 
I trust  that  at  the  end  of  the  next  two  years  we  shall  have  the  same 
friendly  relations  and  ;good  will  toward  one  another  which  has  existed  be- 
tween the  memibers  of  the  government  of  1922  and  1923. 

The  best  work  for  the  city  cannot  be  performed  without  goodwill  and 
confidence  toward  one  another.  In  spending  the  taxpayers’  money,  we 
should  not  be  satisfied  to  spend  just  for  today,  but  it  is  also  our  duty  to 
provide  for  our  future  generations,  so  that  when  in  the  days  to  come,  a sur- 
vey is  made,  in  retrospect,  it  will  show  that  we  have  built  not  only  for  our- 
selves, but  for  them. 

May  God  grant  us  the  strength  and  the  ability  to  serve  our  belbved 
city,  and  to  do  so  in  a manner  which  will  reflect  credit  upon  ourselves  and 
upon  those  who  had  the  confidence  in  us  to  place  us  in  charge  of  the  af- 
fairs of  the  finest  little  city  in  the  world,  Newburyport.

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  %Lnd  City  Council. 

The  undersigned  herewith  presents  a report  of  the  receipts  and  pay- 
ments of  the  City  of  Newbury  port  for  the  year  beginning  December  16, 
1922  and  ending  December  15,  1923. 

The  first  part  of  this  report  consists  of  schedules,  which  are  made  up 
from  receipts  and  payments  arranged  upon  the  schedules  for  Uniform 
Municipal  accounting  as  issued  by  the  Department  of  Corporations  and 
Taxation,  Division  of  Accounts,  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

It  will  be  noticed  t,hat  the  terms  “revenue”  and  “non-revenue”  are 
used,  “revenue”  meaning  money  accruing  to  the  Municipal  treasury  under 
general  taxation,  police,  powers,  gifts  or  services  rendered,  and  “non- 
revenue” meaning  Offsets  to  Outlays,  such  as  premanent  improvements, 
bond  issues,  money  hired  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  temporary  accounts,  etc. 
Following  these  schedules  are  presented  detailed  statements  arranged  in 
the  same  order,  together  with  the  usual  matters  given  in  the  Auditor’s  re- 
port, including  a schedule  of  the  City  Property,  City  Debt  and  Assets),  a 
statement  of  the  securities  held  by  the  sinking  fund  commissioners  as  sink- 
ing funds,  also  a report  of  Trust  Funds  and  a statement  of  funds  held  by 
private  trustees,  the  income  of  which  is  for  the  benefit  of  Newbury  pert  or1 
any  of  its  inhabitants. 


SCHEDULE 

Schedule  A is  a consolidated  statement  of  total  cash  receipts  and  pay- 
ments during  the  year,  and  the  cash  balance  at  the  beginning  and  end  of 
the  year.  This  schedule  shows  that  during  the  year  the  City  has  received 
$66,872.42  more  than  was  expended. 

Schedule  B is  a consolidated  statement  of  the  receipts  and  payments 
for  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  different  departments,  showing  total 
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receipts  from  revenue  $583,244.36  and  expense  of  maintenance  to  be 
$5*58, 178. 18  making  the  excess  of  receipts  over  payments  for  the  year 
$25,066.18,  which  amount  with  the  balance  of  non-revenue  payments  for 
the  year  are  indicated  in  the  increase  cash  on  hand. 

Schedule  C is  a statement  of  revenue  receipts  and  payments  by  de- 
partments, less  transfers,  which  make  up  the  figures  for  Schedule  B ; also 
a statement  of  non-revenue  receipts  and  payments,  during  the  year,  show- 
ing an  excess  of  non-revenue  receipts  of  $41,8016.24.  This  added  to1  excess 
revenue  results  in  cash  shown  in  Schedule  A. 

In  making  up  actual  cost  of  maintenance  and  operation  “Agency 
Transactions”  such  as  State  Tax,  County  Tax,  etc.,  are  eliminated. 

I would  report  further  that  I have  audited  the  accounts  of  the  Water 
Department,  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners,  Trust  Fund  Commissioners, 
Trustees  of  Wheelwright,  Peabody  and  Public  Library,  Building  funds 
Treasurer  and  Collector,  Treasurer  of  Public  Library,  City  Clerk,  'City 
Messenger,  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  and  examined  all  bills  pre- 
sented, verified  same  and  when  approved  charged  same  to  proper  appro- 
priations, signing  orders  on  the  treasurer  for  their  payment;  also  have 
countersigned  all  notes  and  bonds,  and  have  ascertained  that  issue  of  same 
was  properly  authorized. 

The  net  debt  of  the  C'ity  has  been  increased  in  the  past  year 
$197,717.04.  The  appropriated  accounts  for  the  past  year  were  overdrawn 
$8, 443'. 44;  income  exceeded  estimate  $8,611.45  leaving  surplus  for  the  fin- 
ancial year  $168.01  which  was  carried  forward  for  contracts  made.

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THE  LAW.  Chapter  322 

An  act  to  provide  for  the  auditing  of  certain  trust  funds  and  accounts. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

iSection  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  city  and  town  auditors  at  least  once 
every  year,  and  so  much  oftener  as  they  deem  it  necessary,  to  audit  the  ac- 
counts of  the  trustees  of  any  property,  the  principal  or  income  of  which,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  was  bequeathed  or  given  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  city 
or  town  or  any  part  thereof,  or  for  the  benefit  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city 
or  town  or  any  part  thereof,  and  to  examine  and  estimate  the  fundis1,  se- 
curities, and  evidence  of  property  held  by  such  trustees.  City  or  town 
auditors  shall  include  in  their  annual  report  a report  of  such  auditing  and 
investigation;  and  if  they  discover  any  fraud  or  irregularity  they  shall  im- 
mediately report  the  same  to  the  Mayor  and  Treasurer  of  the  city  or  to  the 
Selectmen  or  Treasurer  of  the  town. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  designated  in  section  one 
hereof  to  give  city  and  town  auditors  free  access  to  their  accounts,  funds, 
securities  and  evidence  of  property;  and  any  such  trustee  who  refuses  to 
exhibit  his  trust  accounts,  funds,  securities  and  evidences  aforesaid  shall 
be  subject  to  a fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars. 

'Section  3.  This  act  shall  be  construed  as  applying  to  property  held  in 
trust  for  public  uses.  (Approved  May  9,  1924.) 


Trust  Funds  in  which  the  City  of  Newbury  port  and  its  inhabitants  are 
interested  may  be  divided  into  two  classes,  viz.:  funds  bequeathed  or  given 
direct  to  the  city,  and  funds  given  to  special  trustees,  the  income  of  which 
is  used  for  the  benefits  of  any  of  its  inhabitants. 

The  first  class  is  invested  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Newburypo,rt  Tru:st 
Funds  under  Chapter  64,  Acts  of  1917,  and  the  income  turned  over  to  the 
city. 


The  second  class  is  invested  by  special  trustees  appointed  by  the  donor, 
and  such  boards  fill  their  own  vacancies.  It  would  seem  that  the  city  had 
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assumed  the  responsibility  for  such  funds,  and  it  be  a question  if  they  come 
under  the  proceeding  law,  ibut  such  trustees  have  been  requested  to  allow 
examination  of  said  funds  and  accounts. 

Trust  Funds  held  by  the  Trust  Fund  Commissioners  have  been  verified 
and  the  income  traced  to  its  proper  accounts. 

The  Atkinson  fund,  held  by  special  trustees,  has  not  filed  its  report. 

Peabody  and  Public  Library  Funds.  While  the  books  have  not  been  in- 
spected, income  has  been  verified,  vouchers  checked  up  and  principal  ac- 
counted for. 

The  following  is  a statement  of  the  condition  of  said  funds: 

The  Wheelwright  Fund.  The  account  of  the  Treasurer  for  the  year 
ending  Oct.  31,  1923,  has  been  audited  and  found  correct;  also  the  securities 
have  been  counted  and  found  to  agree  with  the  treasurer’s  securities.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 


To  the  Directors  of  the  Public  Library 

The  68th  annual  report  of  the  Public  Librarian  will  show  you,  as  far 
as  possible,  or  at  least  within  the  generally  accepted  meaning  of  the 
phrase,  “the  present  status  of  the  Library,”  according  to  the  by-laws. 

The  number  of  volumes  owned  by  the  Library,  (including  those  which 
are  indefinitely  loaned  to  and  are  in  the  custody  Fiske  Memorial  and 
South  End  Libraries)  was  58,714,  at  the  close  of  the  library  year  1922!. 
This  year  the  number  is  fixed  at  59,6*65,  more  fully  set  forth  in  detail 
in  an  appended  table.  This  does  not  take  into  account  the  very  many 
copies  of  half  bound  and  unbound  pamphlets. 

The  number  of  card-holders  at  present,  those  who  have  signed  a copy 
of  certain  rules  and  regulations  and  so  acquired  the  right  to  withdraw 
books  is  5836,  an  increase  from  5092  from  a year  ago,  284  signatures  hav- 
ing been  canceled  by  death  or  other  means,  and  of  the  number  given  951 
have  availed  themselves  of  the  previlege  of  taking  out  duplicate  cards  on 
which  fiction  alone  is  not  issued. 

The  average  daily  withdrawal  of  books  for  home  use  during  the  year 
has  been  167,  a range  from  76  to  363.  There  have  been  canceled  and  with- 
drawn from  the  shelves  as  unfit  for  further  use  or  repairs  during  this 
time  201  books,  while  478  have  been  given  a longer  term  of  life  by  aid  of 
the  binder’s  art,  of  which  88  were  magazines,  which  first  having  seen  ser- 
vice in  the  Reading  Room  are  now  placed  on  the  shelves  of  the  library  as 
permanently  bound  volumes.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  WATER 
DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council, 

City  of  Newburyport. 

Gentlemen :- 

The  twenty-eighth  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners 
for  the  year  ending  December  15th  is  herewith  submitted. 

The  larger  portion  of  our  work  during  the  year  has  been  in  connection 
with  the  rebuilding  of  Merrimac  Street.  The  work  on  this  street  calling 
for  numerous  changes  in  pipes,  both  street,  service  and  hydlrant  , connec- 
tions. Gates  were  cut  into  the  hydrant  connections,  s^ven  in  number,  and 
new  cross  street  connections  laid  for  Inn  and  Unicorn  Streets,  that  at  Inn 
Street  being  8",  and  Unicorn  Street  4".  All  service  pipes  between  Market 
Square  and  Boardman  Street  were  relaid,  and  many  old,  unused  pipes  dis- 
connected. 

iNew  6"  mains  have  been  laid  in  Erie  Avenue,  250  feet,  and  Elmira 
Avenue,  397  feet,  in  order  to  furnish  supplies  for  new  houses. 

The  two  inch  main  in  Johnson  Street  was  extended  58  feet,  and  the 
one  in  Dexter  Street  100  feet. 

A new  hydrant  was  installed  in  Ferry  Road,  and  the  locations  of  the 
ones  at  the  corner  of  Washington  and  Winter  Streets.  Kent  Street  ;near 
High  Street  and  the  corner  of  Prince  Place  and  Hales  Court  changed  to 
nearby  but  more  convenient  locations. 

A 6"  gate  was  cut  into  Munroe  Street  at  Broad  Street. 

48  new  services  have  been  connected,  requiring  1,885'  3"  of  pipe. 

89  service  pipes  have  been  relaid,  requiring  2,302'  4"  of  pipe. 

Nine  breaks  in  main  pipes  have  been  repaired. 

Twenty-three  leaks  in  service  pipes  have  been  repaired. 
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There  was  one  leak  in  the  Frog  Pond  System. 

A small  hydrant  in  Merrimac  Street,  opposite  Bartlett  Street,  and  the 
one  in  the  center  of  Market  Square  have  been  removed,  leaving  256  hy-< 
drants  in  use  at  the  present  time.

To  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

Gentlemen : 

The  Board  of  Health  respectfully  submits  its  annual  report  for  the 
year  1923,  which  includes  the  reports  of  its  agent,  the  inspector  of  plumb- 
ing, inspector  of  meats  and  provisions,  school  physician,  bacteriologist 
and  milk  inspector,  all  officers  under  the  direction  of  the  municipal}  de-i 
partment  of  health  and  sanitation. 

The  total  number  of  cases  reported  to  this  board  for  the  year  shows 
an  increase  of  61  over  the  previous  year.  There  were  fewer  cases  of- 
scarlet  fever  by  one-half,  but  diphtheria  increased  from  6 to  11  cases;  ty- 
phoid fever  from  8 to  19  and  influenza  from  16  to  '25  cases;  Measles  was 
the  most  prevaljnt  of  children’s  diseases,  126  case(s  being  reported. 

The  board,  however,  would  report  the  general  health  of  the  city  as 
good  during  the  year,  with  no  epidemics  of  a serious  nature.  The  accom- 
panying reports  will  present  in  detail  the  work  of  the  several  departments.

In  accordance  with  municipal  ordinance,  I desire  to  render  a report 
of  the  matters  pending  in  our  Law  Department: 

First,  during  the  past  year  all  tort  claims  for  highway  defects  have 
been  taken  care  of  either  by  verdict  or  by  settlement  with  the  exception 
of  the  case  of  George  P.  True,  now  pending  before  the  Superior  Court  in 
the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  ($3000.00),  for  alleged  injuries  received 
from  a highway  defect  caused  by  an  alleged  condition  of  the  side  walk  in 
front  of  the  Strand  Theatre.  The  plaintiff  claiming  that  a chalk  substance 
placed  thereon  produced  a slippery  side  walk  and  constituted  a defect. 

There  are  two  (2)  other  suits  pending  against  the  City: 

First,  the  suit  of  Benjamin  J.  Checkoway,  replevin  action,  resulting 
from  the  action  of  the  City  of  Newburyport  in  clearing  Ferry  Wharf. 

Also,  suit  of  Eben  P.  Allen  in  which  he  seeks  to  recover  about  sixteen 
hundred  dollars  ($  160*0.00),  for  compensation  money  which  he  contends 
the  City  owes  him. 

The  Workmen’s  Compensation  case  of  John  F.  Bryant  has  not  yet 
been  cleared  up,  although  the  Industrial  Accident  Board  has  restricted  his 
compensation  to  $5.22  per  week. 

Items  of  my  expense  account  are  on  file  with  the  City  Auditor. 

The  Eminent  Domain  proceedings  for  the  new  Primary  School  House 
has  been  cleared  up  w’th  the  exception  of  the  claim  of  Mary  Haskell  for  a 
small  strip  of  land,  answering  for  a driveway. 

The  persons  involved  in  the  Central  Park  Taking  have  accepted  their 
awards,  excepting  in  one  or  two  cases  and  from  all  appearance  there  will 
be  a very  few  law  suits  in  connection  with  the  Merrimac  Street  Taking.

Annual  Report 

of  the 

Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee: 


I herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 
It  is  the  thirty-second  in  the  series  of  such  reports.  As  I have  been  con- 
nected with  the  Newburyport  Schools  only  since  November  2,  1923,  I can 
merely  note  the  chief  points  contained  in  the  monthly  reports  of  my  prede- 
cessor, which  are  on  file  in  the  office,  together  with  a few  remarks  of  my 
own  and  some  plans  for  the  future. 

ATTENDANCE 


The  percent  of  attendance  in  the  elementary  schools  for  1922-23  was 
91%;  in  the  high  school  95%.  There  were  in  the  elementary  schools  563'6 
tardinesses  or  3.8  per  pupil  of  average  membership;  in  the  high  school 
there  were  1875  tardinesses  or  3.8  per  pupil.  This  number  of  tardinesses 
is  too  large.  It  is  a self-evident  fact  that  a school  cannot  fulfill  its  pur- 
pose unless  the  pupils  are  present,  and  present  the  entire  season.  Absences 
are  of  course  necessary  at  times;  tardiness  is  seldom  necessary.  A very 
important  part  of  a child’s  training  is  training  in  punctuality.  Parents 
should  insist  that  their  children  reach  school  during  the  fifteen-minute  in- 
terval before  school. 

TEACHING  CORPS 


There  are  now  72  teachers' in  our  schools.  Of  these,  21  are  in  the  High 
School,  45  in  the  grades,  and  6 are  special  teachers.  Practically  all  of  the 
teachers  have  had  professional  training  for  their  work.  Nineteen  of  the 
high  school  faculty  are  graduates  of  a college;  two  are  graduates  of  a nor- 
mal school.  Of  the  elementary  teachers  10  are  normal  school  graduates; 
^30  graduates  from  the  Newburyport  Training  School;  2 have  degrees 
from  college;  4 attended  normal  school  but  did  not  graduate;  one  is  a 
graduate  of  a training  school  for  nurses;  and  3 graduated  from  high 
school  only.  Forty-two  of  the  teachers  are  local  people.  About  half  of 
the  teachers  have  had  over  ten  years  experience;  only  four  have  taught 
less  than  two  years. 
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The  corps  is  a comparatively  permanent  one,  especially  in  the  elemen- 
tary grades.  That  means  that  our  system  is  not  upset  by  numerous 
changes. 


EVENING  SCHOOL 

The  free  public  evening  school  opened  on  Monday  January  15,  1923, 
at  7:30  P.  M.  with  an  enrollment  of  76.  Mbst  of  the  pupils  were  mature 
persons  with  a serious  purpose.  Some  of  them  had  attended  the  evening 
school  in  previous  years  and  were  glad  of  the  opportunity  to  continue  their 
education.  The  school  closed  on  Wednesday,  March  28,  having  been  in  ses- 
sion three  nights  each  week  for  ten  weeks.  Superintendent  W.  C.  Moore, 
in  his  report  for  March  1923,  has  the  following  to  say  about  the  evening 
school: 

“The  attendance  during  this  tim,e  has  been  remarkably  good.  And 
this  is  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  school  began  long  after  the  usual  date 
of  opening  and  has  been  held  during  one  of  the  most  severe  winters  on  re- 
cord. 


“The  largest  number  of  pupils  in  the  school  at  any  time  was  108.  This 
was  in  the  very  beginning  before  the  less  persistent  ones  had  been  elimin- 
ated. At  the  close  of  the  term  there  were  in  regular  attendance  61  pupils. 
The  avetage  number  for  the  entire  time  the  school  was  in  session  was  78>. 
The  school  was  composed  of  three  classes  in  English  for  adult  aliens  with 
an  average  attendance  respectively  of  20,  14,  and  11 ; one  class  in  type- 
writing and  a class  in  bookkeeping  with  an  average  attendance  respectively 
of  15  and  9;  and  a class  in  upper  grammar  school  subjects  which  averaged 
six  pupils  each  evening.  This  last  named  class,  although  small,  was  almost 
as  large  as  one  teacher  could  handle  to  advantage  since  each  pupil’s  need's 
were  quite  different  from  those  of  any  other  and  the  work  must  therefore 
be  entirely  with  individuals. 

“The  school  was  in  charge  of  Josie  W.  Kimball  as  principal  and  she 
had  as  her  assistants  Lelia  E.  Kimball,  Gertrude  E.  Barrett,  and  Florence 
E.  Casey  in  the  adult  alien  classes;  Martina  O’Neil  in  typewriting;  Cath- 
erine Donovan  in  bookkeeping;  and  Anstiss  L.  Richardson  in  grammar 
school  subjects.  In  the  organization  of  the  subject  matter  of  instruction 
and  in  their  methods  of  presentation  all  of  these  teachers  showed  a very 
commendable  proficiency.  As  a result  the  instruction  was  characterized 
by  a definiteness  and  thoroughness  which  eliminated  all  desultory  effort 
and  which  kept  the  pupils  interested  in  their  work  to  such  an  extent  that 
even  on  evenings  of  extreme  cold  or  severe  storms  the  attendance  was  not 
seriously  diminished.” 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  lack  of  funds  prevents  the  continuance  of  the 
evening  school.  Its  work  in  teaching  our  language  to  those  who  are  un- 
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familiar  with  it  is  invaluable.  We  should  also  offer  opportunity  for  ad- 
vanced education  to  those  who  desire  it..  It  is  not  right  to  deny  this  edu- 
cation to  those  seeking  it. 


HANDWRITING 

The  Zaner  method  of  arm  movement  writing  was  adopted  by  the  School 
Board  at  the  April,  1922  meeting  upon  recommendation  of  the  superintend- 
ent and  a committee  of  teachers.  A series  of  eight  lessons  was  given  to 
the  teachers  by  Miss  Florence  E.  Casey  of  the  Jackman  School.  Practi- 
cally all  of  the  elementary  teachers  took  in  addition,  the  correspondence 
course  in  penmanship  offered  by  the  Zaner  Bloser  Company,  the  publish- 
ers of  this  system.  Superintendent  Moore  made  this  pertinent  comment  in 
his  March  report  to  the  School  Committee 

“The  good  results  of  this  new  system  as  shown  in  the  handwriting  of 
the  pupils  must  not  be  expected  at  once.  Too  long  have  our  schools  been 
using  a series  of  copy  books  which  presented  only  the  forms  of  the  letters 
without  requiring  specific  detailed  accomplishment  from  week  to  week  and 
from  month  to  month.  Nor  did  the  system  formerly  in  use  here  stress  the 
acquisition  of  the  free  arm  muscular  movement  now  so  generally  recognized 
as  essential  to  a good  handwriting.  It  is  likely,  therefore,  that  at  first  no 
marked  improvement  in  the  handwriting  of  our  pupils  may  be  expected. 
If  the  new  system  is  conscientiously  followed,  however,  the  results  in  due 
season  will  be  satisfactory.” 

PHYSICAL  TRAINING 

At  the  January,  1923,  meeting  of  the  School  Committee  it  was  voted 
to  employ  L.  W.  Clark  as  director  of  physical  training  in  the  schools  for 
the  balance  of  the  school  year.  He  was  to  give  to  this  work  four  fore- 
noons each  week  at  a salary  of  $50  a monthu  Thiaf  sum  was  paid  by  thd 
Public  Welfare  Committee  of  the  City  Council.  During  May  and  June  Mr. 
Clark  devotes  all  of  his  time,  both  mornings  and  afternoons  five  days  a 
week,  to  the  school  work,  including  outdoor  sports  after  school  hours. 
During  each  of  these  months  the  pay  is  increased  to  $162.50.  During  the 
summer  he  supervises  the  playgrounds.  The  month  of  September  is  grant- 
ed as  a vacation.  From  October  1st  to  May  1st  he  again  devotes  four 
mornings  a week  to  the  schools.  The  City  Council  has  now  voted  (Mar.  3, 
1924)  to  transfer  Mr.  Clark  as  physical  director  in  the  schools  including 
an  appropriation  for  his  salary,  from  the  Public  Welfare  Committee  to  the 
School  Department.  Superintendent  Moore  in  his  May  report  said:- 

“Mr.  Clark  is  doing  a very  creditable  piece  of  work  with  the  school 
children.  During  the  winter  he  has  organized  in-door  physical  exercises 
to  promote  muscular  activities,  to  develop  deep  breathing  and  to  stimulate 
heart  action,  all  the  time  laying  particular  stress  upon  correct  posture.  He 
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has  also  introduced  into  the  school  room  interesting  games  that  give  op- 
portunity for  recreation.  With  the  coming  of  the  open  air  season  he  has 
begun  to  show  the  children  the  best  ways  to  spend  the  out  door  recess  pe- 
riods. Instead  of  the  extreme  rough  and  tumble  antics  of  the  more  vigorous 
boys  on  the  one  hand  and  the  passive  participation  as  mere  by-standers  of 
the  less  aggressive  children  on  the  other,  he  is  giving  all  boys  and  girls  an 
opportunity  to  indulge  in  suitable  out  door  games  to  the  end  that  there  may 
be  a more  definite  program  of  play  instead  of  the  unorganized  recess  per- 
iods they  have  been  having.  Incidentally  in  this  work  he  is  teaching  these 
children  something  of  the  ethics  of  sport  and  of  fair  play.” 

ORGANIZATION 

The  most  pressing  need  in  the  elementary  schools  is  a uniform  course 
of  study  so  that  all  sections  of  any  one  grade  will  cover  the  same  work  dur- 
ing the  year.  The  making  of  such  a course  is  a huge  task.  It  involves  a 
study  of  similar  courses  elsewhere,  adaptation  to  local  conditions,  and  co- 
operative effort  by  school  committee,  superintendent,  and  teachers.  A good 
plan  is  to  adopt,  temporarily  at  least,  some  good  course  already  devised  by 
competent  authorities  and  make  any  changes  in  the  future  that  seem  advis- 
able. Right  here  we  are  confronted  with  a difficulty  on  account  of  our  nine- 
grade  system.  Very  few  places  in  the  country  retain  the  old  nine-grade 
system.  Only  three  of  the  39  cities  of  Massachusetts  have  it,  including, 
of  course,  Newburyport.  No  standard  course  of  study  is  made  to  fit  it. 
The  eight-grade  system  for  elementary  schools  is  practically  universal. 
This  is  modified  in  progressive  places  by  having  six  grades  in  the  elemen- 
tary schools,  three  in  the  junior  high  school,  and  three  in  the  senior  high 
school.  Whatever  the  vast  majority  of  people  find  to  be  the  best  way  of 
doing  a thing  is  usually  correct.  We  cannot  afford  to  be  out  of  step.  The 
burden  of  proof  is  upon  the  one  who  is  different  or  peculiar. 

A ninth  grade  has  been  found  to  be  superfluous.  It  was  originally 
intended  to  give  a better  knowledge  of  the  fundamentals  by  furnishing  an 
additional  year  of  drill.  That  idea  was  prevalent  in  the  days  before  edu- 
cation became  a science.  Experiments  and  scientific  investigations  show 
us  exact  facts  upon  which  modern  educational  theory  is  based.  In  the 
first  place  it  has  been  actually  proved  that  we  do  not  learn  things  better 
merely  by  spending  more  time  in  study.  The  important  consideration  is 
how  we  use  this  time  which  is  devoted  to  study.  We  can  actually  accorm 
plish  more  by  spending  less  time  if  we  work  according  to  the  principles  of 
psychology.  Furthermore  an  additional  year  of  drill  at  the  age  of  pupils 
in  the  ninth  grade  is  a great  waste.  The  pupil  is  at  a stage  of  mental  de- 
velopment unsuited  to  drill.  Earlier  years  were  well  adapted  to  this  pro- 
cess. If  we  did  not  clinch  drill  subjects  then,  we  shall  have  to  admit  our 
defeat,  not  seek  to  make  up  for  our  deficient  instruction  by  imposing  more 
drill  when  our  pupils’  very  nature  demands  a different  type  of  work.  Don’t 
think  for  a moment  that  I am  discarding  the  time-honored  three  R’s.  We 
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shall  need  them  and  use  them  in  pursuing  practical  subjects  that  appeal  to 
the  budding  consciousness  and  widening  interests  of  pupils  in  their  early 
’teens. 

We  shall  therefore,  ultimately  have  to  adopt  an  eight-grade  system, 
as  practically  every  other  community  has  already  done.  This  will  involve 
raising  the  age  of  entrance  to  the  first  grade  to  six  years.  We  have  now 
to  take  children  at  the  age  of  five  in  order  to  get  them  into  high  school  at 
the  same  age  as  in  eight-grade  systems.  Most  children  at  the  age  of  five 
are  too  young,  mentally  and  physically,  to  do  work  in  school.  We  find 
most  of  the  failures  in  grade  one  among  these  immature  five-year-olds.  The 
age  of  admission  in  most  places  is  about  six  years.  In  some  cases  it  is  as 
low  as  five  and  one-half.  Raising  the  entrance  age  to  six  years  will  be 
better  for  the  children  and  will  produce  fewer  failures. 

None  of  the  above  changes  can,  of  course,  be  made  until  we  erect  a 
new  and  adequate  high  school.  Changing  from  nine  to  eight  grades,  for 
example,  will  necessitate  promoting  in  one  year,  both  ninth  and  eighth 
grades.  The  present  building  absolutely  precludes  this.  In  other  words 
educational  progress  in  Newburyport  is  blocked  until  we  get  a high  school 
that  will  meet  modern  requirements. 

Of  the  need  of  a new  building  as  far  as  the  high  school  itself  is  con- 
cerned I shall  not  speak;  it  is  too  well  known  and  was  fully  and  admirably 
explained  by  my  predecessor  in  his  last  report. 

THE  FUNDAMENTALS 

One  of  our  chief  objects  will  be  efficient  teaching  of  the  fundamental 
subjects;  namely,  reading,  writing,  language  and  spelling,  and  arithmetic. 
These  are  the  so-called  tool-subjects  which  we  must  all  know  how  to  use 
correctly  in  our  daily  transactions.  We  must  first  have,  as  I have  already 
noted,  a clear  and  practical  course  of  study.  Secondly  we  must  see  that 
our  methods  of  instruction  are  economical  and  efficient.  Thirdly  we 
should,  from  time  to  time,  by  means  of  standard  tests  ascertain  just  where 
we  stand  in  the  important  subjects  as  compared  with  the  standard  or  aver- 
age achievement  in  other  schools.  Lastly,  we  must  insist  on  real  hard,  pur- 
poseful work  on  the  part  of  the  pupils.  The  modern  tendency  is  to  do  as 
little  work  as  possible.  To  overcome  this  we  must,  to  be  sure,  form  habits 
of  attention  and  industry.  It  is  very  well,  to  be  sure,  to  make  les 
sons  interesting  and  attractive;  we  must  be  patient  and  clear  in  our  in- 
struction; but  unless  we  actually  get  the  pupil  himself  to  think  and  work 
we  have  accomplished  but  a small  part  of  the  task  entrusted  to  us. 
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SPECIAL  CLASSES 

There  are,  in  our  schools,  many  children  who  have  not  advanced  in 
school  as  far  as  most  children  of  their  age.  This  may  be  for  several  rea- 
sons : 

(1)  perhaps  they  were  older  than  most  children  when  they  entered 
school ; 

(2)  they  may  have  been  absent  on  account  of  sickness; 

(3)  some  physical  defect  may  keep  them  from  doing  their  work  well; 

(4)  they  may  have  so  many  interests  outside  of  school  that  they  have 
no  energy  or  strength  left  for  work  in  school; 

(5)  they  may  not  have  learned'  the  lessons  of  previous  grades  and  so 
have  no  foundation  for  understanding  the  lessons  of  the  grade  they 
are  now  in. 

Whatever  the  reason  these  pupils  need  special  help  if  they  are  to  succeed. 

The  -aw  of  our  state  (chap.  71,  section  46)  requires  that  special  classes 
be  maintained  for  pupils  three  or  more  years  retarded.  We  have  many 
such  children  yet  we  do  not  have  the  classes  specified  in  our  state  law.  It 
is  quite  becoming  for  that  department  of  our  city  government  to  which 
is  entrusted  the  correct  training  of  our  youth  to  be  a non-observer  of  the 
law.  But  that  is  not  the  worst  side  of  the  matter.  These  children  are  not 
getting  a square  deal.  They  are  not  able  to  do  the  work  of  the  grades  in 
which  they  are  placed.  Consequently  they  fail  and  we  are  bringing  up 
these  unfortunate  boys  and  girls  to  be  failures.  They  realize  that  they 
are  failures;  they  know  they  are  out  of  place.  They  see  ahead  innumerable 
school  days  in  which  they  will  fail  just  as  they  are  doing  now,  just  as  they 
always  have  done.  The  only  bright  spot  in  the  vista  of  the  yiears  is  the 
blessed  d'ay  when  the  inplacable  law  (meant  to  be  beneficial)  will  open 
wide  the  schoolhouse  door  and  let  them  pass  out.  Pass  out  to  what?  Many 
of  them  have  not  even  a usable  knowledge  of  the  three  R’sl.  They!  ha  vis  no 
practical  training.  The  only  thing  their  school  experience  has  taught  them 
is  that  they  can  not  seem  to  do  anything  and  do  it  right.  I am'  speaking, 
of  course,  of  the  most  pronounced  cases,  but  there  are  enough  of  these  to 
merit  serious  consideration. 

If  such  children  were  put  in  charge  of  special  teachers,  in  small  groups, 
these  teachers  could1  minister  to  the  individual  needs,  give  only  as  much 
instruction  as  could  be  mastered,  and  train  in  practical  hand  work,  too. 
Then  each  child  could  really  succeed  and  enjoy  the  consciousness  of  achieve- 
ment. Whether  he  did  much  or  little,  he  would  at  least  do  something  well. 
Retarded  pupils  trained  in  this  way,  as  a beneficent  law  demands,  will  be 
more  useful  citizens. 
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It  was  the  intention  to  establish  special  classes  in  the  new  George  W. 
Brown  school.  Rooms  are  provided.  Shortage  of  funds  I find  is  the  only- 
reason  for  not  carrying  out  the  intention  of  the  School  Committee.  I hope 
this  condition  will  not  always  remain,  especially  as  such  classes  are  needed 
in  other  schools  also. 


GEORGE  W.  BROWN  SCHOOL 

This  modern  and  well  equipped  primary  school  is  very  near  comple- 
tion at  the  time  of  writing.  It  is  a great  addition  to  our  school  plant  and 
will  be  very  much  appreciated  by  both  teachers  and  pupils  who  have  worked 
so  long  under  the  unfavorable  conditions  of  old  buildings. 

The  bond  issue  for  this  building  was  voted  by  the  City  Council,  March 
6,  1922.  It  was  definitely  voted  by  the  City  Council  to  erect  a sixteen  room 
building,  May  1,  1922.  The  joint  building  committee,  which  had  charge  of 
this  enterprise,  consisted  of  Hon.  Michael  Cashman,  William  J.  Cusack, 
Elmer  Hanson,  Herbert  S.  Noyes,  Edward  M.  Coffin  and  Dr.  Walter  N. 
Brown.  Later  Mr.  E.  B.  Perkins  succeeded  Mr.  Noyes  on  this  committee 
and  Mr.  P.  I.  Lawton  was  appointed  to  take  the  place  of  W.  N.  Brown.  The 
two  men  replaced,  retired  from  the  Council  and  School  Board  respectively. 
They  employed  as  an  architect  James  E.  Allen  of  Lawrence,  Massachusetts. 
The  contract  for  the  building  was  awarded  to  Louis  II.  McAloon  of  North 
Andover,  Massachusetts,  December  19,  1922.  The  contractor’s  bid  for  the 
building  was  $148,300.  The  total  cost  of  the  building  including  the  land 
was  $178,348.60. 

The  building  has  three  floors.  On  the  ground  floor  there  are  two  class 
rooms;  a domestic  arts  room,  and  a manual  training  room.  The  boiler 
room  extends  from  the  rear  of  the  building  about  forty  five  feet  at  a level 
a little  below  the  ground  floor.  On  the  first  floor  there  are  four  regular 
class  rooms,  two  rooms  intended  for  classes  of  retarded  pupils  and  the  prin- 
cipal’s office,  v/ith  a waiting  room.  On  the  second  floor  there  are  six  regu- 
lar class  rooms  and  a teachers’  room.  There  are  toilets  for  the  pupils  on 
each  floor. 

Each  class  room  is  equipped  with  slate  blackboards,  a bulletin  board, 
book  closet,  a ventilated  ward-robe  with  sliding  doors,  and  forty-two  mov- 
able chair  desks.  The  window  shades  are  folding  adjustable  curtains,  per- 
mitting either  the  top  or  the  bottom  sash,  or  both,  to  be  covered  as  desired. 
The  clocks  in  the  rooms  and  the  program  bells  are  all  run  by  a master  elec- 
tric clock  in  the  office.  The  manual  training  room  has  twenty  two  work 
benches;  a storage  and  display  case;  a gluing  bench;  an  instructor’s  bench; 
electric  glue  pot;  tools;  teacher’s  desk  and  two  visitors’  chairs.  The  domes- 
tic science  room  is  equipped  with  twelve  cooking  tables,  arranged  back  to 
back;  a demonstration  table  with  an  electric  hot  plate;  twenty  four  gas 
ovens  ten  inches  square;  a refrigerator  finished  in  white  enamel;  a fireless 
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cooker;  twenty  four  standard  kitchen  sets  and  other  cooking  dishes;  a 
Glenwood  Range  (gas)  with  oven  heat  regulator  and  an  iron  hood 
hanging  from  the  celling  directly  over  the  range  and  vented  in  the  ventila- 
tion flue;  teacher’s  chair  and  visitors’  chairs.  The  principal’s  room  con- 
tains a large  rug;  a desk;  four  visitors’  chairs,  and  a filing  cabinet.  The 
teachers’  room  contains  two  tables;  eleven  chairs;  one  couch;  two  large 
rugs,  and  sixteen  lockers. 

The  building  has  a frontage  of  154  feet  8 inches  and  the  sidle  of  the 
main  building  is  sixty  one  feet  eight  inches  long. 

I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  appreciation  of  the 
courtesies  and  cordial  welcome  accorded  me  by  the  citizens  and  teachers  of 
Newburyport  and  of  the  good  will  and'  support  of  the  School  Board.

The  school  opened  for  the  year  on  Monday,  September  11,  1922  and 
closed  with  Graduation  on  Tuesday,  June  2'6,  1923. 

The  enrollment  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  508,  of  'which  num- 
ber 186  were  freshmen;  155,  sophomores;  98  juniors;  69  seniors.  During 
the  year  our  records  show  that  19  freshmen,  18  sophomores,  10  juniors  and 
4 seniors  left  school,  the  reasons  being  given  as  follows1,:

* Jeanette  Elizabeth  Chase,  a member  of  the  Commercial  Division  of  the 
Junior  Class.  She  died  on  October  19,  1922,  after  a brief  illness,  leaving 
a memory  of  high  esteem  with  faculty  and  pupils  alike.  The  Newburyport 
High  School  Record  in  its  December,  nineteen  twenty- two  number  thus 
speaks  of  her : “Her  companions  found  her  a staunch,  true  friend.  In  and 
out  of  school  Jeanette  was  an  eager  worker,  a lover  of  nature  and  of 
books.”

to  teach  chemistry  in  place  of  Miss  Margaret  L.  Davey  who  became  the 
wife  of  Mr.  D.  J.  Kelley,  assistant  director  of  Physical  Education  at  Har- 
vard University:  Miss  Florence  R.  Thomae  (A.  B.  Brown  University) 
Latin  in  place  of  Miss  Agnes  E.  Burnett  who  became  head  of  the  Latin  de-

(A.  M.  Oberlin  College)  head  of  the  modern  foreign  language  department 
in  place  of  Miss  Elsie  Schenker  who  became  head  of  the  modern  foreign 
language  department  at  the  West  Haven  High  School,  Connecticut.

In  the  choosing  of  curricula  (courses)  the  numerical  tendency  is,  com- 
mercial (maximum),  scientific,  general,  Latin  (minimum).  The  tendency 
is  towards  the  choosing  of  the  manual  arts  and  the  avoidance  of  the  for- 
eign languages  and  mathematics. 

By  persistent  effort  the  attendance  and  punctuality  for  1922-1923 
showed  improvement  over  that  of  the  preceding  year,  the  average  attend- 
ance being  93.8%  and  the  average  punctuality  being  97.2%. 

The  marshal  system  which  has  for  its  chief  object  the  supervision  of 
the  filing  between  recitations  was  in  the  immediate  charge  of  Clement  F. 
Hilton  as  Head-Marshal.  It  did  its  work  effectively. 

The  class  gift  was  three  hundred  dollars,  deposited  in  the  Institution 
for  Savings,  and  to  be  used  to  purchase  a memorial  to  the  class  in  the  new 
high  school.  In  addition  money  was  set  aside  for  a football  field  line 
marker  and  for  the  installation  of  water  at  the  field. 

The  Newburyport  Woman’s  Club  scholarship,  annually  offered  to  the 
most  deserving  and  meritorious  young  woman  of  the  graduating  class,  who 
is  a citizen  of  Newburyport  and  who  is  to  continue  her  education  in  normal 
school  or  business  college  was  awarded  to  Elizabeth  Miriam  Leary.  Miss 
Leary  is  a student  at  Salem  Normal  School. 

The  Toppan  Prize,  of  the  value  of  twelve  dollars,  for  passing  the  best 
examination  in  the  theory  of  government  and  the  Wasihington-Franklin 
Medal  for  excellence  in  American  History  were  awarded  to  Stephen  Charles 
Volpone. 

The  Class  of  1898  Prize  for  excellence  in  character  and  for  having 
done  more  than  *ny  other  pupil  for  the  school  was  awarded  to  Clement 
Forest  Hilton.  This  prize  was  a silk  watch  fob  carrying  a beautifully  en- 
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graved  gold  charm.  This  prize  is  regarded  as  most  significant  and  valua- 
ble. 


One  of  the  outstanding  features  of  the  year  was  “Better  Speech  Week,” 
from  November  sixth  to  November  thirteenth,  in  accordance  with  the  sug- 
gestion of  the  National  Council  of  English  Teachers.  On  Thursday,  Nov- 
ember thirteenth,  a program  was  given  at  City  Hall,  consisting  of  Good 
English  parade  and  two  skits  entitled  “The  Downfall  of  Poor  Speech”  and 
the  “Trial  of  Bad  English,”  respectively.  The  program  was  in  charge  of 
the  pupils. 

Another  item  worthy  of  note  was  the  excellent  record  of  the  1922  foot- 
ball team  both  in  victories  and  in  good  sportsmanship.  They  won  seven 
of  the  nine  games  and  the  reputation  for  fair  play  which  they  established 
for  the  school  has  influenced  many  prominent  schools  to  seek  us  for  their 
schedules.  Mr.  Starr  M.  King  was,  and  fortunately  still  is,  our  faculty 
manager  and  coach.  It  should  be  noted  too  that  on  Saturday,  November 
4,  1922,  we  won  from  Salem  for  the  third  time  in  twenty  years — -this  time 
by  a score  of  6-0.  It  was  “teamwork”  that  won  the  day.

The  proceeds  from  both  nights  (Friday,  February  9,  and  Saturday,  Feb- 
ruary 10,  1923),  were  $658.35.  The  coach  was  Mr.  Rex  G.  Bailey,  the  in- 
structor in  Manual  Training  at  the  High  School.  The  cast  played  to  capa- 
city houses  on  each  night. 

Our  pupils  are  welcome  at  the  higher  institutions  which  they  attend 
because  of  their  personality,  earnestness,  and  character.  They  find  them- 
selves handicapped,  however,  in  taking  their  places  on  equal  footing  with 
their  fellow  students  by  reason  of  the  necessarily  inadequate  preparation 
which  can  be  afforded  at  Newburyport  High  School.  The  crowded  condi- 
tions, the  short  periods  and  unhygienic  surroundings,  coupled  with  insuffi- 
cient facilities  and  equipment  make  a high  order  of  college  preparation  al- 
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most  impossible.  It  is,  however,  to  the  larger  number  of  pupils, — those 
who  do  not  go  to  higher  institutions. — that  the  great  injustice  is  done.  The 
wealth  of  experience  and  of  opportunity  for  self-expression  which  is  offered 
in  modern  high  schools  is  quite  denied  Newburyport  young  people.  Those 
who  go  to  other  schools  and  colleges  do  have,  later,  this  experience  and  op- 
portunity. Not  so,  on  the  other  hand,  with  those  whose  formal  education 
ceases  with  their  high  school  attendance. 

A State  supervisor  of  secondary  education  recently  visited  our  high 
school  and  in  substance  expressed  himself  as  follows 

“I  feel  that  the  first  and  greatest  need  so  far  as  the  high  school 
in  Newburyport  is  concerned  is  a new  building.  I do  not  like  to 
seem  unkind  or  uncomplimentary  but  I think  the  Newburyport  high 
school  building  is  the  worst  building  for  a large  high  school  that  I 
have  seen  in  the  state.  Of  course  your  building  is  overcrowded.  This 
condition  is  not  uncommon  but  there  are  worse  things  than  that  in 
the  case  of  your  high  school  building.  It  is  inconviently  arranged; 
it  is  not  attractive  inside;  and  it  is  not  possible  in  such  a building  to 
offer  the  pupils  the  opportunities  which  a good  high  school  the  size 
of  yours  ought  to  offer. 

I would  strongly  urge  that  the  school  authorities  in  Newburyport 
take  steps  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  to  get  a new  high  school 
building.  I feel  that  all  other  problems  in  connection  with  the  school 
are  of  entirely  minor  importance  in  comparison  with  this  action.”

MANUAL  TRAINING  ROOM 
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The  work  of  the  Attendance  Officer  has  greatly  increased  during  the 
last  ten  years,  his  work  among  the  public  being  one  of  great  importance. 
His  duties  require  a great  amount  of  judgment  when  dealing  with  parents 
when  the  children  are  neglected,  making  it  necessary  for  him  to  provide 
care  until  assistance  is  procured1  from  the  state  agent.  It  is  often  nec- 
essary for  him  to  obtain  shoes  and  clothing  for  children  in  order  that  they 
may  attend  school. 

' Theatres  and  public  places  of  amusement  must  be  visited  to  see  if 
there  are  any  children  present  who  should  attend  school. 

Another  item  is  visitation  of  factories  and  all  places  where  help  is  em- 
ployed, to  see  if  they  are  provided  with  the  proper  certificates  and  are 
not  working  more  hours  than  they  should,  according  to  age;  also  the  kind 
of  work,  whether  or  not  it  is  legal.  This  alone  requires  a full  knowledge 
of  the  labor  laws. 

Each  year  a complete  census  of  all  children  between  the  ages  of  five 
and  sixteen  is  taken.  It  requires  three  or  four  weeks  calling  from  house 
tol  house.  Then  it  has  to  be  tabulated  according  to  age,  sex,  residence, 
place  of  birth  of  both  child  and  parent,  and  school  they  attend. 

The  attendance  officer  is  practically  a teacher,  for  he  has  to  instruct 
and  educate  the  parent  as  to  what  is  of  the  best  interest  for  their  children 
and  themselves  when  attending  school. 

In  comparing  our  work  I will  say  that  we  are  obliged  to  work  longer 
hours,  and  number  of  days,  when  the  public  schools  are  not  in  session. 

One  other  line  of  work  we  look  after,  and  that  is  the  receiving,  assem- 
bling, and  delivering  of  supplies,  so  altogether  we  are  kept  busy  all  the 
time. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent,  School  Committee, 
teachers,  and  all  other  persons  who  have  in  any  way  assisted  me  in  my 
work  during  the  year.
